Bill To Cut War Funds Heads For House Vote

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 


amendment to cut off money for 
the Vietnam war headed for a 
House vote today, given less 
chance of passage than a 
tougher move that failed in the 
Senate Wednesday. 


Sponsors estimated 150 to 170 


of the 434 House members would 
vote for the Nedzi-Whalen 
amendment to prohibit spending 


for war weapons after Dec. 31, 
1971. 


Wednesday's Senate votes 


against two amendments that 
would have cut off funds at 
year's 
end for 
all 
U.S. 


operations 
in 
Indochina 


represented a major victory for 
the Nixon administration. But 
even in losing, the idea of setting 
a firm date for ending American 
fighting in Southeast Asia 


picked up five votes over a 
similar measure defeated nine 
months ago. 


In Wednesday's first vote, the 


Senate turned aside a last- 
minute substitute by freshman 
Sen. Lawton M. Chiles Jr., D- 
Fla , to set a June l, 1972 
deadline contingent on North 
Vietnam's release of all U.S. 
prisoners 60 days earlier. The 
vote was 52 to 44. 


Then, by a count of 55 to 42, the 


Senate rejected the original 
amendment by Sens. Mark 0. 
Hatfield, R-Ore., and George S. 
McGovern, D-S.D., for a Dec. 31, 
1971 fund cutoff. This would 
have provided a possible 60-day 
extension should North Vietnam 
fail to agree promptly to release 
U.S. prisoners. 


Last year, the Senate rejected 


a similar 
Hatfield-McGovern 


amendment 55-39. 


One immediate result of the 


Senate action was to increase 
chances of extended 
debate 


against the two-year draft ex- 
tension, vehicle for the antiwar 
amendments. 


Hatfield said there is "a very 


good likelihood" of a filibuster 
against the draft bill itself. Sen 
Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, who has 
threatened to talk the measure 


to death, said the vote "merely 
strengthens" his resolve to do 
so. 


Hatfield 
and McGovern, 


sensing their amendment would 
fail, spent much of Wednesday 
in

negotiations with Chiles, who 
had announced plans for a 
different substitute proposal, 
and a group of moderate 
Republicans who oppose the war 


but have been reluctant to set a 
deadline. 


"This is running 
out,"

But Democratic Leader Mike 


Mansfield said: "We've done 
our share. It's time to get out."

cut back on $348 million in new 
spending 
the 
Democratic 


majority added to the barebones 
Reagan budget proposal. 


Democrats, who hold a 43-37 


edge in the Assembly, must win 
at least 11 GOP votes for the 
two-thirds margin needed to 
send the budget to the Senate. 


At issue in the 
budget 


showdown is a potential tax 
increase of anywhere from $350 
million to $1 billion. 


The $6 74 billion budget 


submitted last Feb. 2 by Reagan 
was precariously 
balanced 


without new taxes by deep cuts 
in numerous state programs, 
denial of cost-of-living raises for 
state employes for the first time

Welfare Committee on Wed- 
nesday assigned to interim 
study bills by Sen. John Nejedly, 
R-Walnut Creek, and Assem- 
blyman Ernest LaCoste, D- 
Modesto. 


Still before the committee is a 


resolution by Assemblywoman 
March Fong, D-Oakland, to 
phase out phosphates with no 
exact date set. Nejedly's 


measure would have banned the 
detergents 
by 1972 and 


LaCoste's by 1973. 


Dr. Charles R. Goldman, a 


University of California at Davis 
researcher on inland waters, 
showed color slides depicting 
varying shades of green water in 
Clear Lake and Lake Tahoe 
caused by algae which thrive on 
phosphates. 


Goldman argued 
coastal 


areas are also threatened by the 
continued 
buildup 
of 


phosphorus. It is a principal 
compound in a process termed 
eutrophication which leads to 
rapid algae growth which in turn 
chokes off marine life. 


Agree On Welfare Savings 


• SACRAMENTO (AP) — State 
welfare chief Robert Carleson 
says savings in Gov. Reagan's 
welfare reform plan may 
amount to just $61.7 million — 
putting the governor's proposed 
budget in the red by $304 million. 


The figure is based on ad- 


ministrative savings only, 
without enactment of Reagan's 
welfare bills or new waivers 
from federal regulations. 


Carleson's earlier estimates 


had gone as high as $270 million. 


Court Rules Drive-In 
Sales Tax Illegal 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Patrons of California's drive-in 
restaurants cannot be charged 
sales tax, a judge says. 


The Superior Court ruling 


Thursday would mean an annual 
loss to the state government of 
$7 million if upheld by higher 
courts. 


Judge Steven S. Weisman said 


a 1963 state law imposing the 
sales tax on purchases at drive- 
in 
restaurants 
is 
un- 


constitutional. He agreed with a 
contention by Henry's, drive-in 
restaurant 
chain in 
four 


Southern California cities, that 
the law discriminates against 
such firms. 


Food ordered for take-out in 


restaurants is not subject to the 
sales tax, said Henry's attorney, 
James M. Fizzolio. 


The legislature had said it 


would be impossible to tell 
drive-in restaurant owners to 
collect the sales tax for food 


eaten on the premises but not for 
food taken home. 


The judge said the difficulty of 


enforcing the law does not 
matter. "This court believes it 
was 
the 
intention of the 


legislature to exempt take-out 
food," he said, "for the benefit 
of the poor who found it too 
expensive to eat away from 
home. No tax was intended on 
food taken home, whatever the 
source." 


Henry's sued the state Board 


of Equalization for return of 
$9,000 paid in sales taxes. The 
board's attorney, Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Philip C. Griffin, said it 
would be up to the state agency 
to decide whether to appeal 
Weisman's ruling. 


Weisman said the legislature 


intended to tax food consumed in 
restaurants where there is an 
element of luxury and the patron 
is charged not only for food but 
for service.

Governor Says He'// Continue 
To Be A Cattleman In Montana 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan says he will continue to 
be a cattle owner as long as he 
can afford to — not as a tax 
shelter but because "I like being 
a farmer." 


Reagan denied that his cattle 


investments were made as a tax 
shelter and thus to avoid owing 
any state personal income taxes 
in California for last year. 


The Sacramento Bee and New 


York Times reported Sunday 
that Reagan is a client of 
oppenneimer Industries Inc., a 
cattle management firm that 
offers its services to those "in a 
position to benefit from the tax 
incentives." 


Reagan, 
interviewed 
by 


newsmen Wednesday 
after 


returning from a New England 
speaking trip, said he has been 
interested in livestock for 20 
years. 


"Well, I still own some cat- 


tle," 
the Republican 
chief 


executive said, his voice tinged 
with impatience. "As long as I 
can afford to I'm going to 
continue. I like being a farmer." 


The Sunday article was the 


first specific report on Reagan's 
investments which became a 
source of controversy after he 
acknowledged that he had no 
state tax liability for 1970 
because of "business reverses." 


Reagan said Wednesday, "I 


intend to go back to ranching 
and I don't want to lose out 
completely. I have invested in 
land to have a ranch when I 
finish this job." 


He has purchased a 771-acre 


ranch in Riverside County. 


The Bee story reported that 


Oppenheimer had purchased 
cattle for the Reagan Cattle Co. 
in Montana and also had 
registered brands for the 
Reagan Cattle Co. in Wyoming 
and Nevada 
although the 


Nevada brand had not been re- 
registered for 1971. 


Reagan told a news con- 


ference 
in 
Massachusetts 


Tuesday he had never seen any 
of the cattle. 


As 
reporters 
questioned 


Reagan at the airport Wed- 
nesday, Paul Beck, his news 
secretary, broke in: "You know, 
I wish you fellows would dig so 


hard into all the other issues that 
we've got facing us instead of 
one that has no bearing what- 
soever on what's going on in 
Sacramento." 


Reagan added: "You took the 


words right out of my mouth, 
Paul." 


He said, "I think it's very 


strange 
that we have 
a 


legislature here that under the 
Democratic leadership has Hone 
less in this session than the 
oldest man in Sacramento can 
remember any session doing 
heretofore. 


"They haven't paid any at- 


tention to the serious business of 
this session. They have engaged 
in partisan fun and games and 
you fellows want to play around 
with the fact that after 20 years 
in the cattle business the New 
York Times prints a story that I 
still own some cattle." 


In May, Reagan said he paid 


more than $90,000 in state in- 
come taxes since becoming 
governor in 1967 but that 
"business reverses" in 1970 
reduced his tax liability to 
nothing. 


Airport Thefts Included Secrets 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Top- 


secret missile plans and other 
government documents ap- 
peared often in mail pouches 
from 
which 
a 
smoothly 


operating national theft ring 
stole $100 million in valuables, in 
admitted thief has told Senate 
investigators. 


The thief, Robert F. Kudak, 


29, said although afraid of the 
secret papers, he read some of 
them out of curiosity. But he 
never tried to sell them, he said, 
and either burned them or 
floated them out to sea. 


^The object of his more than 175 


thefts, the federal convict said, 
was not espionage but the 
millions of dollars in securities, 
diamonds, travelers' checks, 
furs and cash carried in U.S. 
registered mail. He said he sold 
his loot at a fraction of its true 
value to fences controlled 
directly by the crime syndicate 
in New York and New Jersey. 


Surrounded by armed U.S. 


marshals and granted immunity 
from 
prosecution, 
Kudak 


testified Wednesday before the 
Senate 
permanent 
in- 


vestigations subcommittee. Sen. 
John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
chairman, said he fears the 
statements implicating a dozen 
or more men in enormous thefts 
will pndanger Kudak's life. 


Kudak said he once was 


warned by a diamond fence 
closely connected to the crime 
syndicate to stay away from 
John F. Kennedy International 
Airport in New York because 
Army security agents were 
"very interested in the thefts." 


Kudak was asked how a fence 


could know what military agents 
were doing and responded: "He 
told me he had a lodge brother 
who was an FBI agent." 


Kudak said one pouch of mail 


stolen at Jacksonville, Fla., 
airport was filled only with 
classified documents intended 
for Englin Air Force Base. 


Another pouch contained "a new 
type of handgun" and 
still 


another had "parts of a ballistic 
system or some such thing." 


Most of the documents were 


from the Department of the 
Army, Kudak said, but others 
were from the FBI and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


The question of possibly 


compromised 
classified 


documents was brought up by 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I11., 
who said he was interested 
because following disclosure in 
the New York Times this week 
of portions of a top-secret 
Pentagon history of American 
involvement in Vietnam. 


Kudak said he is serving a 


seven-year prison term for 
robberies in New York and at 
Chicago's O'Hare International 


In the O'Hare arrest Nov. 23, 


1968, 
Kudak said, he and his 


partner were spreading their 
loot over the beds in a motel in 
Rosemount when police burst in.

University Growth To Subside 


RIVERSIDE (AP) — Rapid 


growth that has characterized 
the University of California 
since the end of World War II 
will end within 10 yean, its 
president predicts. 


"By 1980, we will reach a 


growth plateau, a point where 
for all intents and purposes 
growth . . .in size will stop," 
said Charles J. Hitch. "The 
university as a whole will be 
confronted with what Berkeley 
and Los Angeles have faced for 
several years now: the need to 
grow and change while main- 
taining static enrollment and 
size. 
". . . We expect to have 


30,000 more students by 1980 — 
more students than we have now 


at Berkeley or UCLA — and that 
is quite a sizeable increase. It is 
nevertheless a much smaller 
figure than we had previously 
planned for." 


Hitch's 
remarks 
were 


prepared for commencement 
exercises at Riverside, one of 
the nine UC campuses. 


He said that one way in which 


the university is likely to change 
in the decade ahead is in its 
treatment of graduate studies. 


The university planned for a 


shortage of PhD's and now finds 
a surplus in many fields, Hitch 
said. 


"One of our major roles is the 


training of Ph.D's." he said. 
". . . Precisley how it will 
change — and it is going to 


change — is yet to be deter- 
mined." 


He said that a shortage will 


remain in professionals trained 
in medicine, the health sciences 
and the biological sciences. 


"We are simply going to have 


to expand greatly what we are 
doing in these areas merely to 
handle present and projected 
demand," he said, "and we 
should be looking as well toward 
extending health care more 
broadly 
throughout 
the 


population." 


He also predicted that the 


university will play a large role 
in seeking solutions to en- 
vironmental 
and 
urban 


problems. "The university is a 
formidable — perhaps un- 


paralleled — collection of ex- 
perts 
whose 
professional 


training and personal com- 
mitment can make a substantial 
difference," Hitch said. 


Hitch said the university will 


try to reach students unable to 
meet traditional residence and 
other qualifications — "women, 
whose children are grown, part- 
time students, people who have 
been left behind by changes in 
technology." 


He said students would be able 


to earn degrees by such means 
as evening classes, week end 
seminars, short-term summer 
programs, 
tutorials, 
in- 


dependent study, and television 
teaching.

A potential job loss estimated 


at 45,700 in at least 35 states was 
cited by the labor federation 
statement as its reason for 
endorsing the bailout proposal. 


But 
Leonard 
Wjodcock, 


president of the United Auto 
Workers, told the committee in 
its prepared testimony the loan 
proposal poses serious dangers 
and probably wouldn't save 
Lockheed anyway. 


Woodcock said he is "greatly 


concerned about the welfare of 
my country and about the 
serious 
dangers 
which, I 


believe, we will face in the 
future if bill S. 1891 should 
become law and the government 
gets itself into the business of 
bailing out big 
corporations 


whenever they find themselves 
in serious financial trouble." 


Deputies Storm 
Nike Missile Base; 
Evict Squatters

About 100 Richmond police, 
sheriff's deputies and soldiers 
early today stormed an aban- 
doned Nike missile base seized 
by Indians this week and started 
evicting the squatters.

Dr. 
William McGlothlin, 


psychology professor at the 
University of California of Los 
Angeles, told the commission 
that legalization will hinge on 
whether marijuana turns out to 
be a fad or "permanent 
phenomenon." 


"Legalization is the logical 


outcome if the middle class 
keeps on using the drug," he 
said. 


He estimated 15 million 


persons have tried or are using 
marijuana in this country and 
with the number increasing 20 to 
30 per cent annually this could 
reach 50 million by 1976. 


After analyzing testimony 


received during the three day 
session here, the commission 
headed by former Pennsylvania 
Gov. Raymond Shafer will hold 
its next hearing in Chicago in 
August. 
Its 
findings 
and 


recommendations are to be 
presented to the White House 
and Congress by next March. 


McGlothlin said his data is 


based on analysis of marijuana- 
use studies at UCLA and other 
institutions. 


He pointed out that marijuana 


sales which now amount to an 
estimated $870 million a year 
and probably could go as high as 
$3.7 billion annually if the 
projection held up.

YUBA CITY (AP) — Juan 


Corona's new attorney 
is 


resisting prosecution efforts to 
shield 
the 
mass 
murder 


defendant from the press, 
declaring: "Mr. Corona is in- 
nocent. He has nothing to be 
ashamed of." 


At the 15-minute opening 


session Wednesday of Corona's 
preliminary hearing, Sutler 
County Dist. Atty. G. Dave Teja 
said he is concerned that news 
coverage might jeopardize 
Corona's prospects of a fair trial 
so he should not be required to 
attend routine court sessions 
where the press is present. 


"We want to make sure there 


is no undue pretrial publicity as 
far as coverage in the news 
media, particularly pictures of 
the defendant," Teja said. 


As Corona sat motionless and 


somber beside him, defense 
attorney Richard Hawk opposed 
any further attempts to keep 
him from public view. 


"This is a felony proceeding 


and Mr. Corona is entitled to be 
present at every stage," Hawk 
said. "Mr. Corona is innocent. 
He has nothing to be ashamed 
of. He insists on being present 


and the press may take all the 
pictures it wants. 


"I am 
fully capable of 


protecting my client's interests 
myself," said Hawk, a 39-year,- 
old Concord attorney chosen by 
Corona's family Monday to 
replace Public Defender Roy 
Van den Heuvel. 


However, Justice Court Judge 


J. J. Hankins continued his ban 
on photographs and 
tape 


recordings in the courtroom. 


Corona has pleaded innocent 


to 10 counts of murder in the 
slayings of transients and 
itinerant farm workers whose 
bodies were found stabbed, 
hacked and buried in orchard 
graves along the Feather River. 
After his arrest, 15 more bodies 
were unearthed, boosting the 
total to 25. 


Hankins 
continued 
the 


preliminary hearing until July 
13. The hearing is to determine 
whether the 37-year-old labor 
contractor should be bound over 
to Superior Court for trial. 


Hawk told newsmen later he is 


considering asking that the trial 
— if it is held — be moved to a 
new city where residents have 
not been so involved in daily 
gossip, theorizing and rumors 
about the case.

fluence. 


Defense attorney F. Lee 


Bailey is seeking dismissal of 
the charges against Medina on 
grounds that improper influence 
was exerted. 


Bailey charged in the first of 


18 motions We'dnesday that 
Daniel wanted to call Medina as 
a witness in the Calley case but 
was overruled by a written 
order forbidding him to put 
Medina on the stand. 


Bailey said Daniel would be 


questioned about such orders. 
Medina did testify, but at the 
request of the jury and not as a 
prosecution or defense witness. 


Daniel, 29, now a civilian

Humphrey Says LBJ 
Anguished By War

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey says that 
as vice president he watched 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
anguish and "practically die" 
over decisions that led to 
escalation of the Vietnam war. 


But Humphrey said a secret 


Pentagon study, portions of 
which have been published by 
The New York Times, indicate a 
regrettable lack of candor m 
what the American people were 
told about those decisions. 


The Minnesota Democrat said 


he did not know of the Pentagon 
report or of some of the papers 
and decisions it covered until the 
Times account. 


He said as vice president he 


was not informed about a 
reported April 1, 1965, decision 
by Johnson to .start sending 
18,000 to 20,000 U.S. combat 
troops to South Vietnam, the 
start of the massive manpower 
buildup. 


He was the Democratic vice 


presidential nominee Sept. 7, 
1964, when the Johnson ad- 
ministration was reported to 
have reached a consensus 
bombing of North Vietnam 
would have to start early in the 
new year. 


Humphrey said had he knc,vn 


of such a decision he would have 
altered his campaign against 
Sen. Barry M. Goldwater, the 
Republican 
presidential 


nominee, then depicted by 
Democrats as trigger happy and 
in favor of bombing. 


"I'm not a liar," Humphrey 


said. "I wouldn't go out and 
accuse Mr. Goldwater if I knew 
we had a policy . . . " 


The Times, starting Sunday, 


published three iastallments of 
its series on the top-secret 
Pentagon report before the 
Justice Department obtained a 
court order forbidding further 
publication before 1 p.m. 
Saturday. The government is 
seeking a permanent -"njunction. 


Humphrey said some of the 


papers involved may reflect 
memos and advice sent to 
Johnson, 
not 
presidential 


decision. 


"There's a lot of difference 


between a memo and a policy," 
he added. 


"One thing that bothers me is 


that these documents don't 
bring out the way the President 
really anguished through this 
period," Humphrey said. "He 
proceeded very cautiously. He

cludes 
assurances 
from 


President 
Nixon and Prime 


Minister Eisaku Sato that the 
United States in effect will not 
exercise the right to store 
nuclear weapons on Okinawa 
when the island is turned back to 
Japan sometime next year. 


Explaining 
this 
nuclear 


assurance, Undersecretary of 
State Alexis Johnson, former 
U.S. ambassador to Japan, said 
the understanding "carefully 
preserves our right to consult 
with Japan if, m the case of an 


exceptional situation, we would 
feel it necessary to do so and this 
applies specifically to nuclear 
weapons." 


Prime Minister Sato praised 


Nixon for "the highest degree of 
statesmanship" in agreeing to 
the peaceful return of territory 
won by the United States in 
World War II. 


The treaty provides for Japan 


to pay $320 million to the United 
States in compensation for U.S. 
investment. Beside the 88 bases 
retained by the United States, it 
lost 46 bases including the Naha 
Airport 


Hanoi Tells War Origin Version 


PARIS (AP) — The North 


Vietnamese submitted to the 
Paris peace talks today their 
own analysis of the origins of 
what 
it 
called 
the U.S 


aggression in Vietnam. 


The document was published 


by the 
North Vietnamese 


Foreign Ministry in 1965 and its 
reemergence apparently was an 


effort by Hanoi to show that it 
has long denounced many 
aspects of U.S. policy as 
revealed in a secret Pentagon 
study published this week by the 
New York Times. 


The Hanoi paper describes the 


Gulf of Tonkin incident as an 
operation intended to "create a 
pretext" for the bombing of

Seems I got pre-occupied with other 
matters so, that I found myself without adequate thoughts to mee't 
the deadline But I missed you all anyway. 


We've been fishing for Shad the past week and trout also Both 


very productive That's a switch. From Woodson Bridge we have 
worked our way north to just below Red Bluff Diversion Dam 
where the Shad are stacking up and getting ready to spawn I 
managed to land a magnificant 6 oound female Saturday afternoon 
near the mouth ofSalt Creek on a fluorescent yellow Gridley Shad 
f ?, XelLC!WJial^efncT°rking "* test for me- Se«ms they are a 
little ticklish about Silver and White yet. The fishing is great 
Everyone catching Shad and will be for a few weeks 


If you don't care to eat the roe or the fish, why not release them 


un-harmed to produce more fish rather than kill them and let them 
drift without purpose. I have dug up another recipe for Shad that 
proves to be delicious and kills all the theories about this fine fish 
being too boney. 
NOVA SCOTIA BAKED SHAD 


Cooking Shad is an art still unappreciated in the west This 


recipe is a favorite recommended by Joe Brooks and other well 
known fishermen. Place whole Shad in roaster with two 
tablespoons of cooking oil, or wrap the Shad in foil and pour the oil 
over the fish before closing the top of the foil. Season to your desires 
and bake at 250 degrees for four or five hours. The bones will 
disintegrate and the flesh can be eaten without difficulty. Even the 
backbone dissolves. A favorite way to cook the roe is scrambled 
with eggs or in an omelet. The roe does not have a "fishy" taste or 
smell. Shad however, should be cleaned and cared for as soon as 
possible after catching. 


There are plenty of shad out there to catch so go get 'em boys 


Girls too. If you don't like the fishing end of it why not soak up a few 
rays while others angle for those precious herring from the Pacific 


Last week we also ventured to the mountains for a little trout 


fishing. I was past due for some and said the heck with it and closed 
up the shop for awhile and headed for lower Hat Creek on Tuesday 
and the Trinity on Wednesday evening. I took most of my trout on 
Hat Creek on large dark stone fly nymphs. Landed some fine 
Rainbows and one Brown. Ed Netherton hooked a large Rainbow 
that took him by surprise on the old bomber nymphs and he got off. 
I lost fish of bigger proportions than creeled but to emphasize their 
size might be considered exaggeration so I will end it here with only 
an 18" brown landed. 


On the Trinity twas a different story. Very small minute 


Hendrickson nymphs drifted to bulging trout ever so gently. A good 
many 15-inch class rainbows were landed and several tippets 
broken on hastely set hooks. The water was as cold as ever and as I 
walked up to the car, my legs were nearly frozen stiff. Total there, 
nine trout between three of us and one rattlesnake bagged on the 
road going out. I might say a very mean snake at that. 


I wonder where our illustrious Sports Editor is about now? I hate 


to say this but the weather conditions are such" that I must head out 
again and angle on one of my favorite river's in Southern Oregon, 
the Williamson. The large stones should be hatching and crawling 
all over the place. Anxiously awaiting their careless flights and 
emergencies are some very large fat and sassy trout. This is the 
time to be there. Now! Also on the upper Klamath. 


We have been advised that Pacific Gas and Electric Company 


is applying for a new Federal Power permit to take water into their 
vast systems from various water sources in this area. If I am not 
mistaken the permit will allow another 50 years of use? What about 
South Battle Creek? What about the Feather River? What about Pit 
River? Will PG&E allow adequate water flows in the future in those 
streams where trout habitat is so important? We certainly hope so 


I have personally witnessed in the past, the drying up of South 


Battle Creek in the summertime and all the water is taken out into 
Coleman canal.This Coleman canal or ditch as called by many, has 
provided some fine trout habit for hears but not a lasting one. We 
feel the real lasting habitat lies in that stretch of Battle Creek 
located between the Coleman Powerhouse and Inskip Powerhouse. 


The Coleman canal has recently been closed to public fishing 


by private interest. This has caused some ill feeling among many of 
the local anglers who have fished the water for many years. It had 
always been a favorite to many. The same thing happened to ac- 
cess on the South Powerhouse ditch. Once it almost brought tears to 
my eyes when our late old time fisherman Bill Washburn when he 
told me he was run out of the Coleman ditch and told not to return 
after many years of fishing it. I felt so sorry for him. 


Now that these waters are closed off we feel that if adequate 


water flows are kept in Battle Creek, a new and great trout habitat 
can be maintained. It would only take a little effort by such 
organizations as the Department of Fish & Game, PG&E. 
California Trout Inc., and other interested fishing groups of the Red 
Bluff area. After all, a man wants a place to fish. Tight lines . . .

BAGHDAD, Iraq 
(AP) — 


They catch birds with a horse's 
tail and shoot fish with a dart. 


Arabs to the core they ride not 


camels but graceful reed boats 
and live surrounded by water 
not sand. 


They are the marsh Arabs of 


southern Iraq, an unusual breed. 


They dress like desert Arabs, 


with 
flowing 
robes 
and 


chequered headcloths held in 
place with two strands of black 
rope, but live in a soggy mar- 
shland covering about 6,000 
square miles. 


The marshes of southern Iraq 


are fed by the floodwaters of the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers. 
They extend from about 100 
miles south of Baghdad for 200 
miles down to Basra at the head 
of the Persian Gulf. No one 
knows exactly how many Arabs 
live in the marshlands, but the 
area has been a sanctuary from 
oppression for centuries. 


Mesopotamia — the land 


between the two rivers - has 
seen more than half a dozen 
civilizations since the beginning 
of recorded time. As one suc- 
ceeded the other, each with its 
share 
of 
harshness 
and 


deprivation, refugees fled into 
the trackless marshes by the 
thousands. 


The Arabs were the last to 


conquer 
Mesopotamia 
— 


modern-day Iraq—and they left 
the deepest imprint. The 
refugees in the marshes adopted 
Arab ways, the Islamic religion, 
and the Arabic language. 


They live in villages of reed 


huts, fishing and hunting during 
the flood, farming the land in the 
dry season. It is a way of life 
that has remained basically 
unchanged for centuries. 


The marshes abound with 


hundreds of wild boar and 
thousands of migratory birds 
like ducks, cormorants, herons 
and geese. The water is thick 
with fish for most of the year. 


The marsh 
Arabs have 


developed unusual if efficient 
ways of catching their prey. 


To catch birds, a horse's tail is 


spread on the ground and 
covered with grain. The birds 
come to feed, peck about and 
soon their legs are so entangled 
in the hair that they cannot fly. 


Fishermen use nets in the 


deeper stretches of water. But 
another way of doing it is with a 
small dart attached by a string 
to the fisherman's wrist. As still 
as a rock, the fisherman ob- 
serves his target in the shallow 
waterways. A sudden lunge, a 
tug, and a wriggling fish 
emerges neatly speared through 
the middle. 


The marsh 
Arabs 
have 


evolved an architectural style 
that is unique in the Middle 
East. 


A tupical hut is built of reeds 


on a base packed with mud, 
papyrus plants and reeds. The 
hut and its base is attached with 
ropes to four palm trees planted 
near each corner.

The young larvae, a year or so 
after hatching, are turned loose 
in the ocean to fend for them- 
selves. 


"It would be very difficult to 


raise lobsters commercially in 
captivity," said an official of the 
Maine fisheries department. 
"Because 
they 
are can- 


nibalistic, they must be kept 
isolated, and that creates a 
space problem. You need quite a 
large tank."

Nixon Asks Drug War Fund 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Labeling drug abuse "a national 
emergency" President Nixon 
asked Congress today for an 
extra $155 million to "tighten the 
noose around the necks of drug 
peddlers and thereby loosen the 
noose around the necks of drug 
users," 


In a special message, Nixon 


called for new efforts 
to 


rehabilitate drug victims while, 
at the same time, increasing 
efforts to cut off the supply of 
illicit narcotics on an in- 
ternational scale. 


The President said use of 


drugs by American servicemen 
in Vietnam is "especially 
disheartening." 


He announced the immediate 


establishment of a rehabilitation 
program for addicted set- 


's 
vicemen being returned from 


, 
the war zone. And he asked 


Congress to give the Pentagon 
legislative authority to keep 
uniformed personnel in service 
beyond normal discharge dates 
if they are addicts. 


The 
President 
gave 


congressional leaders an early- 
morning advance peek at his 
proposal. 


Discussing "the tide of drug 


abuse which has swept America 
in the last decade," Nixon said 
addiction "afflicts both the body 
and the soul" of the nation. 


To coordinate federal ac- 


tivities 
in 
research 
and 


education in the area, Nixon 
announced 
creation 
by 


executive order of a Special 
Action Office of Drug Abuse 
Prevention within the White 
House structure. He asked 
Congress to follow up with 
legislation that would formally 
establish this office and broaden 


its power. 


The extra $155 million Nixon 


seeks for anti-drug efforts in the 
1972 fiscal year that begins July 
1, would bring total outlays to 
$371 million. 


Of the added funds, $105 


million would be used for the 
treatment and rehabilitation of 
addicts. The rest of the money 
would go for enforcement, 
research, education, and — to 
the 
tune of $1 million — 


American aid in training en- 
forcement officers of other 
countries which are the source 
of most illegal drugs used here. 


"America has the largest 


number of heroin addicts of any 
nation in the world," said Nixon. 
"And yet, America 
does 


not grow opium — of which 
heroin is a derivative — nor does 
it manufacture heroin, which is 
a laboratory process carried out 


abroad. This deadly poison in 
the American life stream is, in 
other words, a foreign import." 


At a June 1 news conference 


Nixon said "A national offensive 
on this problem" is needed. He 
promised to "step up our 
bipartisan agreement on tax 
reform."

2. Poisoning — Call the doctor 


at once. Dilute the poison by 
giving the child five glasses of 
milk or a solution of baking soda 
or salt in water. Insert finger 
into throat to cause voimiting. 


3. Electrical shock — Shut off

8. Not breathing 
— Give 


mouth-to-mouth or mouth-to- 
nose resuscitation at 12 in- 
flations per minute. Continue 
until natural breathing returns. 
Get child to hospital as soon as 
possible. 


Dr. Domm cautioned parents 


to remember that first aid is not 
a substitute for 
professional 


medical treatment, but should 
be used until the doctor arrives.

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Bill To Authorize 
New Tipplers Tax 
Goes To The Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Interior Department's top wild 
life and game investigator says 
a probe into the poisoning deaths 
of Bald and Golden Eagles in 
Wyoming 
has 
turned 
up 


evidence ranch heads have been 
shooting at the high-flying birds 
from aircraft 


Charles H. Lawrence, chief of 


the department's Division of 
Management and Enforcement, 
said the government will step up 
its investigation of persons 
responsible for poisoning eagles 
on the ground because "we 
couldn't locate anyone who 
deliberately set out to kill 
eagles." The poison was in- 
tended for coyotes, he said. 


However, he added "I think 


state charges may be filed" in 


the poisoning incidents. All 
information obtained by federal 
investigators has been turned 
over to local authorities, he said. 


Lawrence said 50 dead Gold 


and Bald Eagles have been 
discovered in canyon lands 
around Caspar, Wyo. Twenty- 
five are believed to have died 
from thallium sulfate poisoning, 
he said. The remainder died of 
gunshot wounds or were elec- 
trocuted by high tension wires. 


Lawrence said the probe into 


the pensioning deaths turned up 
"reliable information to the 
effect gunners have been in- 
structed to shoot eagles as well" 
while hunting coyotes from light 
planes and helicopters. 


Ranch hands are instructed to 


pursue and kill the eagles 


because of ranchers' beliefs the 
birds prey on young lambs and 
goats, he said. 


Lawrence said poison was 


placed on the carcasses of an- 
telope and the eagles died after 
eating the meat. He said the 
antelope were "taken during the 
closed season," a violation of 
state law. 


Aptly Named City 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — 


This city gets its name from a 
rock that juts from the bank of 
the Arkansas river near the 
downtown area. It marked the 
spot where a ferry transported 
passengers across the river 
during frontier times. 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — A bill 


going to the Senate today would 
give cities and counties the 
authority to levy a special five 
per cent tax on drinks in bare on 
top of the current five per cent 
sales tax. 
Passed 42-22 Wednesday in the 


Assembly, the bill by Assem- 
blyman David Pierson, D- 
Inglewood, would reverse a 
state Supreme Court decision 
two years ago that found the 
"tippler's tax" in Los Angeles 
unconstitutional. 


Assemblyman Watler Powers, 


D-Sacramento, led opposition to 
the bill, AB 1617, calling it 
discriminatory, especially to 
bars and restaurants already 
"in such serious financial shape 
now."

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Revolution All Around Us 


A French philosopher and writer. Jean-Francois Revel, says 


the United States is in the midst of revolution — the beginning of 
world revolution — and it doesn't frighten him at all. "Americans." 
he writes in a book he calls "Neither Marx Nor Jesus," "are more 
civilized, more democratic and at times more revolutionary than 
most people have ever been in the rest of the world." 


It's only in the United States that creative change can take 


place. Revel argues. The Soviet Union and Mao Tse-tung's China, 
he says, are restricted by rigid doctrines. The Soviet Union, he 
declares, hasn't had a revolutionary impulse in 20 years. 


Only the United States, Revel maintains, has the freedom to solve 


the late 20th Century world's great problems — the menace of 
atomic suicide, population control, distribution of wealth, and 
preservation of the world's natural resources. And, he holds, only 
the United States is self-critical enough to permit change in 
essential areas: social injustice, ravaging of natural resources, 
overextension of political power, relations between individuals and 
society, and flaws in cultural and religious practice. 


It's a peaceful revolution that Revel sees here. He dismisses 


the bomb throwers and rioters as of no consequence. He remarks 
that the more democratic a society is. the easier it is for violence to 
occur, but the less effective it is. 


It's an interesting view of the American scene, and there is no 


denying the United States is in the midst of change. If we call that 
revolution, and if the rest of the world follows where the United 
States leads, then he is right. The next world revolution has erupted 
here. 


Scientific Test Needed

WASHINGTON — The U.S. is 


prepared to end its ground- 
combat operations in Indochina 
immediately 
The high com- 


mand is convinced, however, 
that Hanoi won't let American 
troops stop fighting. 


Offensive operations already 


have been halted everywhere 
except in the troublesome 
northern sector of South Viet- 
nam, and no new offensives are 
planned. 


The Americal and 
101st 


Airborne Divisions are still 
engaged in limited 
offensive 


combat. The First Regiment of 
the Fifth Mechanized Division is 
also keeping watch on the 
Demilitarized 
Zone. 
But 


elsewhere in the 
country, 


combat troops have been largely 
pulled back into defensive units. 


So far as President Nixon is 


concerned, he would like to 
restrict the remaining troops in 
Vietnam to defending U.S. in- 
stallations. He is planning to 
emphasize this later in the year 
by referring to the infantry units 
in Vietnam, thereafter, as 
security forces. 


But the North Vietnamese are 


expected to keep up the military 
pressure upon the Americans as 
long as they remain in Vietnam. 
Captured enemy documents 
indicate Hanoi is planning a 
massive offensive next fall. 


Footnote: Present plans call 


for continuing the U.S. with- 
drawal at the present rate until 
the total strength is down to 
50,000 security troops.

Thieu's Bribery? — The 


American Embassy in Saigon 
has 
forwarded 
reports to 


Washington 
that 
President 


Thieu bribed members of the 
National Assembly to pass an 
election-law amendment. The 
charge will make it more dif- 
ficult for rivals to run against 
Thieu. The embassy picked up 
allegations that Thieu paid as 
high as $2.500 a vote. 


Chinese Quandary — The best 


intelligence estimate is that Red 
China would like to restore 
normal relations with the U.S. in 
order to counter the Soviet 
military build-up on the Chinese 
border. But Peking's table- 
tennis diplomacy with the U.S. 
has upset its hard-line camp 
followers around the world The 
most militant communists look 
to Peking for leadership. There 
was a backfire, therefore, when 
Peking appeared to be adopting 
a softer line towa~d the U.S. 


United Guerrillas — Arab 


guerrilla leaders have been 
holding secret negotiations to 
unite all rival guerrilla groups 
into 
one 
underground 


organization that would operate 
inside 
Israeli-occupied 


territory. There are intelligence 
reports' that the Soviets have 
offered more arms to the 
guerrillas if they can 
get 


together. 


Drugs and Bribes — We have 


reported that drug smuggling is 
abetted in Laos, South Vietnam 
and Thailand by corruption in 
high places. Competent sources 
have now told us of similar 
corruption in other lands. There 
is evidence that a member of the 
Iranian royal family, a former 
high Mexican official and one of 
Lebanon's most prominent ex- 
legislators are all deeply in- 
volved in the international 
narcotics traffic. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Strange Proposal — A group 


of New York state legislators 
met secretly with Turkish 
Ambassador Melih Esembel the 
other day to negotiate a drug 
treaty of their own. The New 
Yorkers, joined by Rep. Jim 
Scheuer, D-N.Y.. made this 
desperate proposal: would 
Turkey be willing to negotiate 
with a nonprofit New York 
corporation that would pay 
Turkish farmers not to grow 
opium, whose heroin derivative 
is plaguing New York City and 
other 
metropolises?

When Alger Hiss was found 


guilty, he waited a few years 
and 
then 
wrote 
a 
book 


proclaiming his innocence Roy 
Cohn, having been found not 
guilty, waited a couple of years, 
and now writes a book ("A Fool 
for a Client") in which he 
furiously denounces those who 
brought him to trial three times; 
cost him close to half a million 
dollars in money spent out of 
pocket, another half million in 
money he did not earn in the 
practice 
of his profession 


because of his continuing ab- 
sorption in his own defense: and 
produced the funny looks he gets 
and will continue to get in virtue 
of the historical fact that for 
several years the newspapers 
were describing the progress of 
the protracted case of: The 
United States of America vs. 
Roy M. Cohn. 


Mr. Cohn's book is neither 


literary nor circumspect: it is 
for the most part a venture in 
sheer indignation — which I 
judge to be deserved. But why is 
he the perennial target? Cui 
bono? I have never been 
satisfied with the thesis that his 
sometime exposure of the 
prosecutor's father's short- 
sighted decision to turn over our 
dollar-producing engravings to 
the Soviet Union while he was 
Secretary at war's end in 1945, 
was a plausible source for a 
filial animosity which is un- 
deniable. Nor is it persuasive to 
me that because Roy Cohn and 
Bobby Kennedy came close to a 
fist-fight during the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, that en- 
counter generated a Catonic 
resolution by the future At- 
torney-General to come up with 
the final solution to the Roy 
Cohn problem 


I suspect it was a combination 


of two things that drove the 
prosecutor and the attorney 
general to the surrealistic 
lengths they went to. The first of 


these is suggested m one of the 
few levities in Mr. Cohn's book, 
when he remarks that if he 
should die on his one hundredth 
birthday, his obituary will no 
doubt read: 


"ROY COHN DEAD: WAS 


M C C A R T H Y 
I N - 


VESTIGATIONS AIDE 


"New York. Jan. 6, 2027. 11 


A.M. Roy Cohn, former aide to 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, the 
notorious Communist witch- 
hunter of the 1950's. died at his 
residence a few minutes ago. 
Mr Cohn had been an explorer 
and writer since he retired from 
law practice in 1998. Edward R. 
Murrow. who was a com- 
mentator 
on 
television, 


described Mr. Cohn as an active 
practitioner of McCarthy-ism. 
McCarthyism denotes reckless, 
unsubstantiated 
accusation 


designed 
to 
destroy 
the 


reputations of innocent people." 


The other reason is that Roy 


Cohn is Roy 
Cohn, and a 


member of that unhappy class 
which drives some people to 
quite irrational lengths in 
disparaging, or persecuting us. 
Really, this book leaves no doubt 
about it: Roy Cohn ,%as the 
prosecutor's Moby Dick. There 
was apparently nothing he 
would not do to get Cohn: he 
bugged his conversations, in- 
tercepted his mail, put a dozen 
FBI agents and IRS agents on 
his trail, connived with the 
Attorney General and with Life 
Magazine, granted general 
amnesties 
to cooperative 


"witnesses". 
By contrast 


Captain Ahab was a dilettante 


The most forceful passage in 


Roy Cohn's book is a listing of 
ten unpalatable characters who. 
although they confessed to sins 
equal to those with which Cohn 
was charged, lived happily ever 
after. Why? Because they were 
"friendly" witnesses against 
Cohn. It happened that Cohn and 
his staff were fortunate enough 
to come across evidence suf- 


ficient utterly to discredit the 
witnesses 
on 
whom 
the 


prosecutor relied, this being the 
verdict of the juries. After this 
happy crew 
of gentlemen, 


thirsting for justice which was 
by now narrowly defined as the 
imprisonment of Cohn, testified, 
it transpired that the prosecutor 
had come forward with ten high- 
waymen, who had pleaded 
guilty to various offenses in- 
cluding stock swindling, con- 
spiracy to bribe, perjury; but 
not one of them was sent to jail 
— courtesy of Captain Ahab. 


Cohn 
makes 
the 
point 


fascinating to the layman: 
several of the crooks who were 
promised leniency if they 
testified against Cohn proceeded 
to testify. And. on cross- 


examination, 
they 
were 


revealed, 
to 
the 
jury's 


satisfaction, as being utter liars. 
So, did Captain Ahab then say to 
them: gentlemen, on top of your 
confessed crimes, you are now 
demonstrated perjurers, guilty 
of conspiring to crucify an in- 
nocent man? No. of course not. 
The gentlemen in question, two 
years after the last of Mr. 
Cohn's trials, are still un- 
sentenced. Why? Because there 
is a third trial yet to go. 


On the whole, Mr. Cohn 


believes that the American 
judicial system is pretty good. I 
am more reserved than he about 
it, wondering as I do. not only at 
its sluggishness in apprehending 
criminals, but in its awful im- 
positions upon those who are 
found to be innocent.

receive a lifetime pension 
estimated at $75,000 a year, the 
Post reported in late editions. 
Earlier it had quoted sources as 
saying Hoffa would draw an 
$100,000 annual salary as the

union's president emeritus. 


The Post said Hoffa also was 


assured, if the Union's con- 
vention in July approves it, 
continuation of the $40,000-a- 
year salary to his ill wife 
Josephine as director of the 
Teamsters' women's political 
arm for as long as she wants and 
appointment of his son, James 
P., as the union's general 
counsel. The younger Hoffa now 
is a Teamsters lawyer for Local 
299 and Joint Council 43 in 
Detroit.
